The 
object of the Canada Food Board was 
to make the handling of such eggs 
unprofitable for the dealer, who is 
now obliged to charge them - back 
against these from whom they are 
originally purchased. In the case of 
the two companies under suspension, 
it was found that no attempt had been 
made to charge back unsound eggs in 
this way, although the candling re- 
cords shoed percentagés running as 
high as fourteen. A firm in Charlat- 
tetown has been displined in the same 
way for a similar offence, 


Tax Sales do Not 
include Buildings 


It seems very doubtful whether per- 
sons who bought land at the tax sale 


ever be able to establish any right to 
the buildings by reason of having pur- 
chased the land at the sale, says The 
Edmonton Bulletin.

Germany Now 
Grasps the Situation 


Germany’s realization of what the 
allied victories in France and Fland- 
ers mean: continue to be reflected in 
‘the changed tone of » German press. 
An official dont Tuesday quotes 
the following from the Cologne Ga- 
zette: 

“The struggle going on in the south 
ern front becomes every day greater 
and more formidable. The greatest 
German offensive chnnot be even com- 
pared to the relative calm reigning in 
some sections deceive us. Formidable 
forces are gathered there. Are th se 
troops in need of rest, or are they de- 
signed for fresh fights ready to attack 
on the first opportunity.” 

This paper concedes that it does not 
understand Foch’s strategy and adds: 

“Our staff must take the necessary 
dispositions to meet.any perata even- 
tualities.”” I 

Other dispatches comment apes the 
evolution of the press in ueutral 
countries since the allies took the of- 
fensive. As an example the German- 
Swiss paper, the New Zurich Gazette, 
is quoted asi paying a-fine tribute ‘to 
Marshal Foch’s military genius, say- 
ing he is-not only a theorist of deep 
knowledge, but also “a leader wonder- 
fully able to get his methods used on 
the battlefront,” 

From-the Basle National Gazette 
this is taken: 

“The German morale will be irre- 
medially shaken by the allied coun- 
tries. The belief in “Hindenburg and 
Ludendorf animated the whole Ger- 
man policy; it°was the secret of its 
powers, They have ..been defeated. 
The Germans haye for generations 
been brought up with the idea that 
they are the strongest and this belief 
formed the basis of their conception 
of the universe. If they suddenly tind 
out hat they have-been mistaken it is 
just as if the floor that supports them 
gave yay.”

Within the past few weeks 
“many fines and close up orders 
have been inflicted:as penalties 
for violation of the Canada 

~ Food Board’s regulations in var- 
ious parts of Canada. Among 
these were several cold storage 
plajts which had been dumping 
bad eggs onto the market. These 
eggs ultimately reached the 

__.consumers who, apparently, had 
no opportunity for redress. 

It is manifestly nothing but 
fair that the public should not 
be called upon to pay for bad 
eggs. If a dealer purchases 
bad eggs and pays for them the 
least trouble for him would be 

’ to say nothing about it after 
finding the fact out by candling, 
but pass the eggs on into the 
channels of trade, where the 
consumer would eventually pay. 
for the loss. Everybody else 
who handled the eggs, from the 
producer to the, retail store- 
keeper would thus have charged 
their profits and expenses just 
the same. By the order of the 
Canada Food Board it is pro- 

\ vided that bad eggs be reported 

: 5 “and charged back to their source 

of origin so that the loss is 
borne by the parties responsible 
for their delay.in' reaching the 
market fresh. In these times 
of high prices for eggs and every 
other food commodity, the con- 
sumer is doubly entitled to fresh 
eggs bought in good faith im the 


regular way. Producers should. 


be careful of the stock they sell 
and dealers should be watchful 
of the stock they buy.
